"(2) $225,000 of the general fund—state appropriation for

fiscal year 2017 is provided solely for the oversight of for-profit

post secondary institutions and private vocational schools. O the

anount provided in this subsection:

(a) $150,000 is for an onmbuds position, to be housed in the

student achi evenent council, to serve students of for-profit degree

granting institutions and private vocational schools; and

(b) $75,000 is for a study, to be adm nistered by the student

achi evenent council, in partnership with the departnent of

licensing, that objectively anal yzes and nmakes reconmendati ons about

system c overlaps and gaps in jurisdiction regarding for-profit

degree-granting institutions and private vocational schools in the

state. The council may contract with a neutral third-party research

organi zati on to conduct the study. The study nust be conducted in

two phases, starting with an assessnent of perspectives and rel evant
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studi es. A second phase, if deemed appropriate by the council, the

wor kf orce training and educati on coordi nati ng board, and ot her

st akehol ders, may consist of facilitated di scussi ons anong agenci es,

regul ated entities, and stakehol ders, to reach agreed-upon

recommendat i ons.

(i) The study nust include recommendations to inprove oversight

and accountability of these institutions and schools, and a revi ew of

whet her, and how, different standards are applied to the institutions

and schools by different agencies. Specifically, the study nust:

(A) Examne the data collection and reporting practices of for-

profit degree-granting institutions and private vocational schools

conpared to the data collection and reporting of the comunity and

t echni cal col | eges. The study nust determine if there are

i nconsi stencies and discrepancies in the practices of the for-profit

degree-granting institutions and private vocati onal schools. The study

nust al so make recommendati ons on t he net hods of coll ecting, anal yzi ng,

and reporting data, including what neasurenents to use, to ensure that

data from for-profit degree-granting institutions and private

vocati onal schools could be accurately conpared to data from the

comuni ty and technical coll eges;

(B) Study the current regul ati ons governing these institutions and

schools and reconmend necessary changes to achieve consistent

regul atory oversight of the entire system

(C Recomend ways to inplenent a cohesive nethod for guiding and

assisting current and prospective students who have questions and

concerns; and
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(D) Review whether the office of the onbuds serving students of for-

profit degree-granting institutions and private vocational schools

should remain housed in the council. The study nmay include

recommendati ons for inproving the operati on and scope of the office of

t he onbuds.

(i1) The assessnent phase of the study may begin July 1, 2016. The

council must issue a final report, including the result of any

facilitated agreed-upon recomendations, to the appropriate conmttees

of the |l egislature by Decenber 1, 2017."

EFFECT: Provides funding for the oversight of for-profit higher
education institutions in the state, including funding for an onbuds
position in the Student Achi evenment Council and a study to be
adm ni stered by the Council.
